Filling water feeder main to begin 
as work reaches the 'end stages

Calgary's Bearspaw south feeder 
main will begin refilling Tuesday, 
putting the city on pace to lift wa- 
ter restrictions this weekend. 

The city has been under Stage 4 
outdoor water restrictions since 
‘Aug. 26 when work began to repair 
‘2Lareasofthe feeder main — areas 
that were identified weeks after. 
the initial catastrophic break оп 
June 5. 

‘The feeder main had to be shut 
off during repairs, hampering the 
City of Calgary's ability to deliver 
water to customers. 

"We now expect to start refill- 
ing the feeder main beginning 
(Tuesday) morning.” Francois 
Bouchart, the city’s director of 
capital priorities and investment, 
said in a brief update Monday 
afternoon, 

Filling the feeder main will take 
about three days, he said. 

Despite originally anticipat 
ing to begin filling the feeder 
main on Monday, he said more 
time was needed for concrete 
to cure and reach its required 
strength. 

As the concrete cures it “heats 


up,” and Bouchart said officials 
want to make sure when they 
start flowing (typically cold) wa- 
ter through the pipe they don't 
introduce “temperature shock” to 
the concrete, which could compro- 
mise its strength 

“This should not impact our 
overall timeline to lift water re-

strictions this upcoming week- 
end,” he said. 

‘Once the feeder main is filled, 
water quality testing will be com- 
pleted to ensure water meets or 
exceeds all standards. Then the 
system must be stabilized, with 
pumpsbeingturnedon and valves 


opened, reconnecting the feeder 
main to the system. 

“Once all of these steps are com- 
pleted, we will lift water restric: 
tions.” Bouchart said. Officials 
have said previously that the tar- 
get is to lift restrictions on Sept 
210r22. 

The city used 489 million litres 
of water on Sunday, above the tar- 
get of 485 million L. 

Bouchart noted that as the feed 
er main is filled, it’s expected that 
water demand will rise by about 
seven million L per day, up to the 
22 million L required to fill the 
pipe. 

‘We are now in the end stages of 
construction,” Bouchart said.

Bouchart said 33rd Avenue NW.

Ottawa has not said it will 
ithdraw. But Gondek later told 
Defend the Green Line demon- 
strators the funding agreement is 
virtually done. 

Premier Danielle Smith obv 
ously wants city money for her 
version of the project, whatever 
that turns out to be when a study 
isconcluded in December. 

But the province is also clear 
ing the ground for total collapse 
of the deal. 

Transportation Minister Devin 
Dreeshen said the Green Line 
will go on the shelf indefinitely 
if the city doesn't agree to the 
provinces alignment. 

Dreeshen has said that if city 
council formally withdraws аз 
early as Tuesday, after hearing 
report from officials, “then it 
goes to the lawyers, and we'll 
have to assess whatever they 
come up with at that time.” 

Big money is being spent to. 
wind down work already in prog- 
ress. Green Line CEO Darshpreet 
Bhatti said sites have to shut 


down safely. 

"There's a concern out there 
by many wondering what will 
happen to construction that's 
underway,” he told a sombre. 
public meeting of the Green Line 
board 

“There's lots of work on Sth 
Avenue. There's still work that's 
happening by Enmax in the 
Beltline, and obviously we have 
the 78th Avenue works underway 
in Ogden. 

“I can assure you that every 
step that we take moving forward 
will have safety in mind. 

“We'll make sure that the 
works are completed to a point 
where it's safe for us to hand over 
tothe city orto the appropriate 
authority.” 

Bhatti has headed up major 
transit and renewal projects 
from Toronto to Windsor in 
southern Ontario. He was a 
high-level catch for the city, and 
now he's winding down his proj 
ect. What must he think of this 
Calgary mess. 

The Green Line board is itself 
an odd creature. Technically a 
committee of council, it's com- 
posed of experts who have some 
independence as longas they 
meet council goals. 

That was supposed to shield it 
from political interference. Then 
they got crushed in the ultimate 
political conflict. 

Most board members, includ- 
ing chair Don Fairbairn, weren't 
even in council chambers Mon- 
day morning, They participated 
virtually, and not much at that. 


The public part of the meet. 
ing consisted largely of burying 
reports behind privacy legis- 
lation. After a long in-camera 
session, the board approved “the 
confidential recommendations 
contained in confidential distri- 
bution.” 

Itdirected that “the closed rec 
ommendations, the confidential 
distribution and closed meeting 
discussions, be held confidential 
‘to prevent’ disclosure harmful to 
economic and other interests of a 
public body. 

The public body in question 
could only be city hall and coun- 
eil 

The board was only doing what 
the law seems to require. You can 
bet that in a situation like this, 
city lawyers will interpret the 
law to mean no single fact can be 
entrusted to the public. 

In almost any American city, 
a public body would never get 
away with burying one report 
after another on a crucial and 
hugely expensive public project. 

But this is Canada. Official 
secrecy has become endemic. 

This is a major reason for the loss 
of faith in governments every- 
where. 

Even the law itself is hilarious- 
ly conflicted. Тез call the Fre 
dom of Information and Protec- 
tion of Privacy Асі. 

Guess which part gets prece. 
dence, as the Green Line walks 
the line between life and death.

Ongoing building 
boom will reduce 
housing costs 


Rent control not the answer, 
writes Rob Breakenridge. 


With proponents of rent control ramping up 
efforts to pressure the Alberta government, a 
remarkable thing has been happening in the 
background: rents have actually been coming 
down. 

For the first time since February 2021, 
the average rent in Calgary declined — for a 
one-bedroom apartment, the average was down. 
2.5 per cent from the previous month and down 
11 per cent from the previous year, while the 
decline for a two-bedroom apartment was even. 
more pronounced. That's according to the lat- 
est report from Rentals.ca, which showed rents 
were also down in a number of major C; 
cities. That obviously doesn't erase the 
es we've seen in recent years nor guarantee 
that rents will continue to decline. However, it 
certainly puts to rest the notion that govern- 
ment price controls are ай that stand between 
us and perpetually increasing rents (imposed 
by greedy landlords). 

Nonetheless, the group Alberta ACORN 
(Association of Community Organizations for 
Reform Now) has been targeting various UCP 
MLAs with protests and rallies, calling for the 
Alberta government to impose rent control. 
The Opposition NDP has also continued to 
push for similar measures 

The case for such policies rests on a narra- 
tive that doesn’t allow for rents to decline any 
other way. After all, if forces other than greed 
are driving prices, then maybe the solution lies 
elsewhere. 

Tt should be abundantly clear by now that an 
imbalance of supply and demand — too much of 
the latter and not enough of the former — has 
been driving up the cost of both home prices 
and rents. It should therefore also be clear that 
reducing demand and/or increasing supply will 
help ease prices.

And sure enough, that’s what's happening, 
As the Rentals.ca report notes, apartment 
completions have reached their highest total 
in decades and, at the same time, population 
growth has weakened. 

Here in Alberta, we've seen a real building 
spree. According to the Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corp, housing starts in Alberta over 
the first six months of the year were up 54 per 
cent, far beyond the national average of only 
seven per cent. Recent zoning changes should 
also help add to that building boom. 

At the same time, though, it doesn't appear as 
though Alberta's population boom is slowing 
down. The erosion in housing affordability in 
Calgary may be pushing some to other Alberta 
communities. Edmonton, for example, saw 
a year-over-year rent increase, although the 
trend there has been downward in the past 
two months. Other smaller cities also saw rent 
increases. But no one is claiming that big city 
landlords suddenly became more generous 
while greed increased elsewhere. It simply 
shows that we have a lot more work to do when 
itcomes to restoring balance to supply and 
demand. There are likely many rent control 
proponents who would have us believe that we 
could simply cap and regulate rents while still 
trying to build up supply. That view, however, is 
misguided, and it's why the Alberta government 
is right to resist this pressure. 

Earlier this year, German economist Konstan. 
tin Kholodilin published а meta-study review- 
ing nearly all the literature regarding the effect 
of rent control policies — a total of more than 
100 different reports, Perhaps not surprising! 
the review found that, indeed, legislated limits 
on rents or rent increases do affect rent prices. 

However, the evidence also points to unin- 
tended and detrimental consequences, In fact, 
the evidence shows overwhelmingly that rent 
control policies lead to lower supply and less 
new rental unit construction. It often also leads 
toa decline in the quality of rental housing. 

It wasn't rent control that helped to ease 
rents here in Calgary. Rent control also didn't. 
keep Toronto and Vancouver from ending up 
with the highest rents in the country. 

Accelerating our building boom is what will 
address affordability, and we should shun any 
policies that get in the way of that.

Pastor freed 

from jail in 

China after 
20 years 


Back in U.S.

WASHINGTON + A Chris- 
tian pastor from California 
has been freed after near- 
ly 20 years behind bars in 
China and is back home in 
the US., the U.S. State De- 
partment said Monday. 

David Lin, 68, was de- 
tained after he entered 
China in 2006, later con- 
мелей of contract fraud and 
sentenced to life in prison, 
according to the US.

The US. has been work- 
ing on Lin's case and the 
others for years and raised 
them at every meeting with 
senior Chinese officials, in- 
cluding Secreta 
Antony Blinken's recent 
meeting with Chinese For- 
eign Minister Wang Yi in 
Laos. 

Lin frequently trav- 
elled to China in the 1990s 
to spread the gospel, ac- 
cording to China Aid, a 
US-based advocacy group 
founded by Fu for perse- 
cuted activists in China, 
The group said Lin sought 
а licence from the Chi- 
nese government to carry 
out Christian ministry. It's 
unlikely he was granted 
permission, and he was 
detained in 2006 when 
assisting a house church, 
China Aid said. 

Lin was arrested in 2009 
on suspicion of contract 
fraud and, after a court re- 
view, was sentenced to life 
in prison, China Aid said. 

The charge is frequent- 
ly used against leaders in 
the house church move- 
ment, which operates out- 
side state-sponsored faith 
groups, and is a crime that 
Lin denied, according to 
the Dui Hua Foundation, a 
humanitarian group that 
advocates for prisoners in 
China. 

‘The commission on reli- 
gious freedom says “those 
who participate in and lead 
house churches often face 
intimidation, harassment, 
arrest and harsh sentences" 

In China, all Christian 
churches must pledge loyal- 
ty to the ruling Communist 
Party and register with the 
government. 

Any unregistered church. 
is considered an under- 
ground church, and its ac- 
tivities are considered un- 
lawful in China. Beijing has

U of T's former 
dean of medicine 
returns degree 


‘DISAPPOINTED’ 


Cites university 


Joser: 


A former medical school 
dean at the University of 
Toronto has returned his 
honorary degree in protest 
at its handling of the anti-Is- 
rael protest encampment. 

"Its symbolic. To me it's 
a mark of great distinction. 
1 was very proud to get the 
honorary degree. The fact 
Tm willing to give it back to 
signify my discomfort with 
the university indicates how 
much my discomfort is; said 
Arnold Aberman, a professor 
emeritus and former dean of 
the University of Toronto's 
faculty of medicine, in an 
interview Monday. 

He said he was “profound- 
ly disappointed” that there 
жаз no clear statement from 
the administration that 
“what's going on is unaccept- 
able” 

In particular, he pointed 
to the enforced exclusion of 
“Zionists” from the encamp- 
ment on the school's cen- 
tral lawn, a term Aberman 
id seemed to simply mean 


"You saw the signs, an- 
ti-Zionist signs, denying 
entry; he said. “There's no 
right to stop people” 

When the school obtained 
a legal injunction against 
the protest after several 
weeks, and the encamp- 
ment broke up in advance 
of a court-ordered deadline, 
Aberman said it was “too 
Tate” 

“It's never too late to do 
the right thing; he said. “I 
think they should have done 
itearlier” 

Aberman received his 
honorary Doctor of Laws in 
the summer of 2015, in rec- 
ognition of outstanding ser- 
vice to the university. 

Born in Montreal, he 
trained there and in Califor- 
nia before becoming an in- 
tensivist and later physician- 
in-chief at Toronto Mount 
Sinai Hospital. 

He served as dean of the 
University of Toronto's fac- 
ulty of medicine, and in the 
administration promoting 
relations with health-care in- 
stitutions. 

He was also a key creator 
of the Northern Ontario 
School of Medicine Univer- 


sity in Sudbury, 

His Order of Canada cita- 
tion says he “contributed to 
the advancement of medi- 
cine for more than 30 years” 

‘Aberman’ letter this week 
to U of T President Meric 
Gertler criticized the "failure 
of the school to protect its 
Jewish and non-Jewish stu- 
dents” 

“The participation of 
many faculty members in 
the encampment in defi- 
ance of university policy 
coupled with the lack of 
consequences has been, 
in my view, shameful,” he 
wrote. "I am profoundly 
disappointed in my univer- 
sity” 

"1 no longer wish to have 
the distinction of holding 
a University of Toronto 
honorary degree; Aberman 
wrote. 

He said Gertler replied to 
set up a meeting to discuss 
the matter, which has not yet 
taken place. 

"1 do not take this action 
lightly since 1 know that 
since the first honorary 
degree was granted by the 
University of Toronto in 
1850, an honorary degree 
granted by it has never been 
returned,” Aberman’s letter 
reads,

He said his understand- 
ing that he is the only person 
ever to return an honorary 
degree is based on his review 
of the school's documenta- 
tion of past degrees. 

The school did not im- 
mediately have a comment 
‘on his returning the degree. 

Aberman said he was 
moved by a recently pub- 
lished online list of students 
and faculty identified at the 
encampment protest by an 
activist group. 

"I consider them antisem- 
ites” he said.

OTTAWA + Federal MPs. 
were talking tough on the. 
first day back in the House of 
Commons after the summer 
recess, as they gear up for 
what one party leader called 
а game of chicken to bring 
down the government and 
force an early election. 

Government House leader 
Karina Gould fired the first 
shots on Monday morning 
when she called Conserva- 
tive Leader Pierre Poilievre 
a “fraudster” for suggesting 
that Canadians will go hun- 
gry and be unable to heat 
their homes this winter be- 
cause of the carbon tax. 

“When he is focused on 
having an election on the 
carbon price, what he's try- 
ing to do is distract Can- 
adians from his real agenda” 
she said. 

Gould accused Poilievre, 
among other things, of want- 
ing to raise the age of retire- 
ment, cut pensions and re- 
move access to dental care 
for seniors, and to get rid of 
$10 a day daycare and scrap 
the national school food pro- 
gram for families. 

"Our job is to be up front. 
and honest with Canadians. 
It's to make sure that we 
are holding him to account 
to ensure that he faces the 
proper scrutiny because as 
Canadians get closer and 
closer to an election, he has. 
to answer those tough ques- 
tions; she added. 

Liberals have ramped up. 
their rhetoric against their. 
political opponents since 
their national caucus. 

Last week, in an interview 
with a Montreal radio sta- 
tion, Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau called Poilievre a 
“liar” in response to claims 
he made about the carbon 
тах. 

There's a convention 
around parliamentarians 
that we're not supposed to 
call each other liars. Pierre 
Poilievre is а liar; Trudeau 
said. 

NDP Leader Jagmeet 
Singh told reporters that he 
knew that an early election 
would be more likely af- 
ter he ripped up his party's 
supply-and-confidence 
agreement with the Liber- 
als. Under the deal, New 
Democrats agreed to vote 
with the minority Liberals 
to keep them in power in ex- 
change for the government 
introducing dental care and 
Pharmacare. 

Poilievre has already 
promised to bring a confi 
dence motion at the ear 
est opportunity to call the 
NDP's bluff and force Singh 
to vote with the Liberals. 
But this opens a door for the 
Bloc Québécois to negotiate 
with the Liberals and vote to 
keep them in power on their 
terms. 

Bloc Leader Yves-François 
Blanchet said on Monday 
his party would have a small 
window of opportunity to 
make gains before the next 
election, which must be held 
by next fall. One of the areas 
his party is focused on is 
making sure all seniors older

than 65 have access to an 
Old Age Security pension. 

‘Asked how he would 
navigate this new political 
situation, Blanchet said 
his party will need a “very 
good compass” because all 
four main political parties 
will be playing the “chicken 
game" and, as a result, he 
said he does not think that 
“this session will last a very 
long time” 

“We are playing chicken 

with four cars. Eventually, 
опе will hit another one and 
there will be wreckage,” he 
said. 
Green Leader Elizabeth 
May used her first news con- 
ference of the session to take 
Shots at Singh for his change 
of heart about the carbon 
tax. 

While she said she does 
not agree with Poilievre's 
use of “nasty nicknames” 
such as “Sellout Singh,” May 
came up with а new name 
for the NDP: the “No Dis- 
cernible Principles” party. 
She also said Singh should 
be "ashamed" for no longer 
supporting a price on carbon 
for consumers. 

"It's fine for Jagmeet 
Singh to say that he doesn't 
listen to Pierre Poilievre, 
but Pierre Poilievre's words 
‘come out of Jagmeet Singh's 
mouth; she said. 

Singh said that is “not 
at all” the case. “Pierre 
Poilievre wants to have an 
open season for big pollut- 
ers. He wants to let big pol- 
luters pollute as much as 
they want, with no limits 
and no consequences. That's 
his plan. We reject that ap- 
proach’ he said. 

Singh also rejected the 
idea that the next election. 
‘would be about the carbon 
tax — and said it should be a 
choice on the vision for Can- 
ada between Conservatives 
who cut services and the 
NDP who strengthen pro- 
grams. 

‘Trudeau said in a radio 
interview last week he 
knows Singh cares about 
the environment but does 
not have the “foggiest idea" 
of how to fight climate 
change. 

Regardless of whether 
an election is imminent, the 
Bloc leader said his princi- 
ples will not change. "If it's 
good for Quebec, we'll be 
in favour of it. If it's bad for 
Quebec, we will be against it 
And nobody says that some- 
thing that is good for Quebec 
is bad for Canada." he said. 

Blanchet said he is not 
prepared to put too much 
water in his wine when ne- 
gotiating with the Liberals 
because it "would not taste 
as good.”

‘Through two games at the 
Young Stars Classic tournament, 
Hunter Brzustewicz has already 
caught the eye.

‘And his spectacular junior 
numbers provide a lot of reason 
for optimism, too. 

After getting drafted in the 


third round (75th overall) by the 
Vancouver Canucks last y 
Brzustewicz had a spectacular. 
season with the OHL's Kitchener 
Rangers that saw his stock rise. 

He scored 13 goals and added 
79 assists. That’s 92 points in 
67 games; only fellow Flames 
prospect Zayne Parekh — draft- 
ed ninth overall this year — had 
more among defencemen in the 
OHL. 

In the middle of the season, 
Brzustewicz had his future plans 
changed in a pretty major way, 
too, when he was a key piece 
acquired by the Flames in the 
trade that sent Elias Lindholm to 
the Canucks 

Brzustewicz landed in а situa-

going forward. He should be a big 
part of that, and he got to work 
this summer trying to put him- 
self in the best position possible 
to make the most of his first year 
asa pro, whether that's with the 
Wranglers in the AHL or — who 
knows? — with the Flames. 

“Power, just in my stride and 
quick turns, too,” Brzustewicz 
said when he was asked what he 
had worked on this summer. "I 
just keep going day-by-day, being 
myself. Keep playing and doing 
what I know and do. I just keep 
going day-to-day, doing the same 
things Туе been doing since I was 
12 years old.” 

Heading into training camp, 
Brzustewicz will be one of the.

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Rebounding from rough 
starts not easy in NFL 


Ravens, Cowboys and Rams among teams 
that need to step it up, Rob Maaddi writes. 


It was a rough Sunday for some 
of the NFL's best teams in 2023. 

"The 49ers were stymied by 
the Vikings on the road. The 
Cowboys got destroyed by the 
Saints at home. The Ravens blew 
a double-digit lead in the fourth 
quarter against the Raiders. The 
Lions messed up in a home loss 
to the banged-up Buccaneers. 

New season. Different chal- 
lenges. Last year's records don't 
matter. 

Even Patrick Mahomes and the 
two-time defending Super Bowl 
champion Chiefs struggled. They 
barely escaped with a win over 
the Bengals when Harrison But- 
ker kicked a last-second 51-yard 
field goal after a defensive pass 
interference on fourth-and-16 
gave them a chance. And, the 
Houston Texans needed a defen- 
sive stand in the final minute to 
hold off Caleb Williams and the 
Bears for a 19-13 victory in the 
last game of the day. 

Las Vegas, Tampa Bay and New 
Orleans were the three biggest 
underdogs in Week 2, according 
to Bet MGM Sportsbook. 

‘So much for point spreads. 

Gardner Minshew rallied the 
Raiders (1-1) back from a 23-13 
deficit at Baltimore, leading the 
offence on three scoring drives in 
the last 12 minutes of a 26-23 win. 

Reigning NFL MVP Lamar 
Jackson couldn't do much to 
prevent the Ravens, who were 8 
Yé-point favourites, from posting 
their first 0-2 start since 2015. 
Baltimore led the NFL with 13 
wins last season and reached the 
AFC final before losing to the 
Chiefs. Now, the Ravens have to 
climb out of a huge hole. 

Of the 32 teams that have start- 
ed 0-2 since Ње NFL expanded 
to 14 playoff teams in 2020, only 
innati in 2022 and Houston 
in 2023 made the post-season. 


Just five of the 32 teams even 
finished with a winning record. 

The Cowboys (1-1) had won 16 
straight regular-season games 
at home and were 6 /4-point 
favourites over New Orleans, 
which demolished woeful Car- 
olina in the season opener. But 
Derek Carr and the Saints ran 
over Dallas the same way Jordan 
Love and the Packers did in the 
same stadium in the playoffs last 
January.

Carr, Alvin Kamara and Rashid 
Shaheed were unstoppable in a 
44-19 rout, scoring touchdowns 
on the first six drives. 

After opening the season with 
an easy win over Aaron Rodgers 
and the Jets on Monday night, 
San Francisco (1-1) never got 
going in Minnesota, Despite 
racking up 399 yards of offence, 
the reigning NFC champions 
couldn't score enough in a 23 
loss. Brock Purdy threw for 
yards, but had two turnovers. 

The Los Angeles Rams, another 
playoff team last year, are 0-2 
following а 41-10 loss in Arizona. 
Injuries have plagued the Rams 
over the first two weeks and they 
have to face the 49ers next week. 

"The only positive thing is that 
this game is over now and we can 
move forward,” Rams coach Sean 
MeVay said.

The NFL has come a long way 
since the times when players 
brushed off concussions and 
stayed in the game or returned 
too soon, 

No more using smelling salts 
on the bench and getting back in 
the huddle. No more rubbing dirt 
on injuries. No more trying to 
“suck it up" and playing through 
a potentially serious problem. 

The reaction to Tua Tagov- 
ailoa’s latest concussion shows 
how the league, its current and 
former players, fans and the 
media have evolved. 

Tagovailoa sustained his 
fourth diagnosed concussion in 
five years in Miami's 31-10 loss 
to Buffalo on Thursday. It was 
another frightening moment for 
а quarterback who has a history 
of head injuries, 

Most folks watching were 
debating whether Tagovailoa 
should ever step on the field 


again. 

Ultimately, Tagovailoa will 
make that decision. He is seeing 
а neurologist this week, a person 
familiar with his plans told The 
Associated Press. 

Tagovailoa is focused on 
getting better and gathering 
information. He isn't thinking 
about retiring, according to the 
person who spoke to the АР оп 
condition of anonymity for pri- 
хасу reasons. 

"If I'm him, at this point, I'm 
seriously considering retiring 
from football,” hall of fame 
tight end Tony Gonzalez said on 
Amazon Prime Video's broadcast 
after the game.

Dolphins quarterback Tua Tagovailoa sits оп the field аз he is attended to after he suffered an injury against the 
Buffalo Bills in Miami on Sept. 12. The 26-year-old sustained his fourth diagnosed concussion in five years. 
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Former Bengals and Rams 
tackle Andrew Whitworth point- 
ed to the difference between 
concussions and other injuries. 

"There's so many injuries we 
can have surgeries for, there's so 
many things we can fix,” Whit- 
worth said. “Buta head trauma 
and getting knocked out on the 
field? There's really not much 
you can ever do about that. You. 
can't go to a doctor and say, "Hey, 
fix my brain and the damage Гуе 
done to it." 

More education about brain. 
injuries has led to strict guide- 


lines that help protect players, 
sometimes from themselves. 

The league and the NFL Play- 
ег» Association instituted con- 
cussion protocols in 2011 when 
Colt McCoy took a helmet- 
to-helmet hit їп a game and 
returned without being tested for 
a concussion. 

The protocols have been 
expanded a few times since. 
There are independent certified 
athletic trainers, or ATC spotters, 
watching in a booth and mon- 
itoring the players on the field 
to have someone removed from

the game if they see an impact to 
the head. Team trainers, coaches 
or physicians, teammates, game 
officials or unaffiliated neuro- 
trauma consultants also can 
initiate the protocol. 

All players who undergo any 
concussion evaluation on game 
day must have a followup evalu- 
ation conducted the next day by 
a member of the medical staff 
Players have to pass various test- 
ing to get cleared to play again.
